An Interesting Meeting Held 
Last Saturday. 


The Organization Fully Alive 
to Nevada's’ Interests. 


The regular monthly meeting of the 
Board of Trade was held ut the First 
National Bark on Satarday. Present: 
Francis G. Newlands, President ; R. L. 
Fulton, Manager; Allen C. Bragg, 
Secretary; M. D. Foley, W. O. H. 
Martin, C. T. Bender, C. C. Powning, 
L. D. Folsom, Directors. There were 
also present as interested listeners J. R. 
Vail, P. N. Marker, Alvaro Evans, 
and W. T. Cressler of Cedarville, 
Modoc county, Cal. 

There would have beew a fuller at- 
tendance of Directors bad not notices 
been sent to those living >utside of 


Reno that an adjourned meeting of the 


Boatd would be held to-day to von- 
sider the subject of colonizing Nevada. 

On %ehalf of the committee ap- 
pointed at the preceding meeting oi 
the Board to examine into the matter 
of cutting down the expenses of the 
State and County Governments, and 
issuing an address to the people on 
the subject, Mr. Newlands reported 
that the committee would defer action 
until further information could be ob- 
tained. Hesaid he had met a number 
of people who, while not opposed to 
the economic reforms which have been 
suggested, did not favor holding a 
Constitutional Cunvention, because 
thay thought the desired changes 
could be effected at less expense either 
by statutory or Constitutional amend- 
ments. Thoseadvocating the adoption 
of a 

NEW CONSTITUTION 

Reply that every attempt to amend 
the Constitution bas failed because of 
some technicality, but this las been 
answered within the last few days by 
the decision of the Supreme Court on 
the question of the validity of the spe- 
cial election held in February, 1889, 
when fourteen proposed amendments 
to the Constitution were voted upon, 
the Court declaring that the election, 
in which six of the proposed amend- 
ments received a majority of the votes 
cast, was valid. To bring the matter 
to an issue the services of attorneys 
have been enlisted in the investigation. 
G. W. Baker takes the position that a 
new Constitution is necessary, and has 
submitted a draft of such an instru- 
ment, embodying the su re 
forms, and also an address to the 
people, recommending its adoption. 

renmore Coffin will take up each 
economic change proposed, and show 
bow it can be accomplished in the 
speedieat way, either by law or Con- 
stitutional amendments. 

The discussion thus far, said Mr. 
Newlands, seems to demonstrate that 
changes in the salaries of the State 
officers and a diminution of the number 
of deputies can all be effected by legis- 
lative enactments. As to the county 
offices, one of the Constitutional 
amendments adopted at the special 
election in 1889 yives the Legislature 
power to consolidate or abolish them, 
and pass special acts with reference to 
the counties. It is claimed that nearly 
al] economic reforms in the State Gov- 
evernment, in the sessious of the Leg- 
islature, in the number of members in 
the Senate and Assembly and their 
salaries, as well as the salaries of 
county officers and their consolidation, 
can be —— by rye and are not 

roperly subjects of action by a Con- 
rtitutional Convention. The 

OFFICE OF LIEUTELNANT-GOVERNOR, 
It seems, can only be abolished by a 
Constitutional amendment. His sal- 
ary, however, is fixed by the Legisla- 
ture, and it therefore has the power to 
lop it off cogs The Supreme Court 
can only be abolished by amending 
the Constitution, or by making no pro- 
vision for it in framing a new Consti- 
tution. But there is much difference 
of opinion as to wether this Court can 
be dispensed with. ‘‘ My individual 
opinion is,’’ said Mr. Newlands, “‘ that 
it should not be abolished. I would 
not like to eee any action taken which 
would deprive the people of the means 
to obtain speedy justice. If the Dis- 
trict Judges were required to perform 
the duties of the Supreme Court, I fear 
that it would be difficult for them to 
get together when necessary.” He 
said that to establish an irrigation 
fund by loaning money to the State 
from the sc fund, which is 
now invested in United States 
bonds, would require Constita- 
tional action; either by amend- 
ing the present Constitution or forming 
anew one. Tostm up, he said that 
he could not say now whether it would 
be better for the Board to recommend 
that a Constitutional Convention he 
held, or that the work be left to be 
accomplished by Constitutional amend- 
ments and by the Legislature. All 
that the Board desired to do was to 
call attention to the eco- 
nomic reforms called for by the con- 
dition of the State, and to

dress is aa exceedingly able presenta- 
tion of the reasons why the railroad 
company should extend its aid in the 
new development of the State, and the 
means by which it can do so, and is 
printed here in full, as follows: 


Reno, Nev., August 9, 1890. 


To the Directors of the Southern 
Pacific Company, san Francisco, 
Cal.—GENTLEMEN : 
in Nevada to-day, the State has 
reached the limit of development, and 
no further progress is possible unless 
aid is rendered by some power outside 
of the forces already in operation 
With vast wealth lying latent, almost 
nothing is being done to support our 
xo and build up our industries 

e discovery of rich mines, and the 
later discovery that cattle coald gather 
their own fuod the year around, pro- 
davced a partial development on those 
lines, which in the end resulted in 
retarding the natural order of growth. 
Human effort follows the easiest chan- 
ne!, and so long a8 wining and stock 
raising promised broader opportunities 
and readier returns, the tetuptation to 
take up smal! pieces of land and work 
them for crops was not very strong with 
the classes who rushed in during the 
Washoe, Reese River and White Pine 
mining excitements. Thus far the 
running waters of our streams have 
pot been saved in costly reservoirs by 
any outlay of Nevada capital, nor have 
the rich valleys been redeemed by 
canals, nor will the thousands of 
places suitable for homes be filled by 
people 
question therefore is, How can the 
State hope to get out of the helpless 
condition in which she has fallen? 

There are two sources from which 
help may be expected. One is the 
General Government, which, it would 
seem, owes the arid region something 
as a counterbalance for the vast outlay 
made in barbor inmrovements, coast 
defenses, river levees, canals between 
the lakes, etc., but it appears that the 
claim is not recognized, and even sur- 
vevs of land and the location of water 
power and storage sites are very re- 
luctantly provided for. 

The other source is the railroads, 
and particularily the Southern Pacific 
Company, which, if Nevada was pros- 
perous, would reap a constant and 
abundant harvest from the local traffic, 
but which pow receives a very scanty 
support from it. The Company’s in- 
terests are vast, and its control over 
this State, so far as transportation is 
concerned, is complete. Ii can have 
no rival for years to come, if ever, and 
if any business is developed it will get 
the full benefit of it Nevada stand 
in an unique position in this respect. 
No other part of the Union depends 
entirely upon one line for tranporta- 
tion. Most of the States have four or 
five systems, all tr.ing constantly to 
build up the territory so as to increase 
their revenues from it. They carry 
cheap fuel almost for nothing in order 
to encourage the growth of manufac- 
tories. They give free passage to 
immigrants who will buy homesteads 
in their land grants ; contribute money 
to surveys for systems of irrigution 
and storage; for the establishment: of 
factories; for opening timber tracts, 
etc. They seatter annual passes among 
stock bnyers, grain dealers, lumber- 
men, etc., to stimulate trade.’ They 
grant low rates for seed and stock 
when misfortune has attacked either 
the agricultaral or ca.tle interest. 
Where any district shows a capacity 
to produce an article of commerce, 
every effort is made to encourage its 
production, and special rates, even free 
transportation, have been granted for 
that purpose. Everywhere agents are 
kept constantly on the watch for such 
opportunities. 

While Nevada has not been entirely 
cut off from favors by the vast corpor- 
ation which alone almost controle her 
destinies, yet we feel that the Southern 
Pacific Company have shared the im- 
pression held by people further away, 
that there is nothing in Nevada, and 
instead of watching fur opportunities 
to benefit her inaustries, they have 
taken each bit of traffic as if it were 
the last they would ever get, and as if 
any attempt to stimulate yrowth would 
be an uofruitful benevolence. 

lt is because we believe that mutual 
benefits would arise from a better 
understanding of our condition that 
we present this communication for the 
consideration of the Southern Pacific 
Company, and we ask, if they believe 
the policy outlined would be advan- 
tageous to them as well as to our State, 
| to adopt it and make at least one de- 
termined effort to build up a territory 
of over one hundred thousand square 
miles, which will pour all its wealth 
through their system. 

We know how Nevada can testify 
that she has rich resources. Her 
wealth lies in forms unfamiliar to the 
citizens of older States, it is true, but 
it is here, and only labor is necessary 
to its development. If the contrast is 
drawn between this State and Utah or 

we can prove that Nevada 
would rival either in riches and num- 
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is to place the truth befdre the 
people of cider countries, and the ad- 
vantages of Nevada will be so apparent 
that many would come atonce. With 


8 Fair in New Orleans; with 
ready markets for fruite and vegeta- 
bles, extending from the lamber re- 
ions of the Sierras to the mines of 
olorado, including the stock ranches 
of Montana, Idaho and Eastern Ne- 
vada, why should not people leave the 
half-acre farms of Europe, or the worn 
out lands in New Euvgland, and seek 
a new land which their own labor will 
velop and make valuable? 
Hundreds of people of this class 
pass through Nevada daily, many of 
whom express a desire to stop at sta- 


jtions along the line for the purpose of 


seeing the country, but their tickets 
cannot be extended. Many a man 
who goes to California to live goes 
back to his old home because be finds 
land -+high and products low. If he 
could stop in Nevada he would see the 
reverse. Land is cheap and all the 
products of industry sell at the highest 
prices known in America. Labor goes 
as far and the yield is as great as any- 
where, and some could be held in the 
country tributary to the company’s 
system: who are lost now. We have 
been informed that it is contrary to 
your policy to permit stop-over checks 
to be iss on any -but first-class 
tickets, for the reason that the tickets 
might be sold and “‘scalping’’ be en- 
couraged. To allow immiyrants the 
privilege of stopping over is so neces- 
sary, in the judgment of those inter- 
ested in the movement to build up the 
State, that the point is urged with all 
the force at our command. No good 
results can come of our efforts if it is 
not granted. No amount of money 
spent in advertising, no statement of 
fact, however true, will tempt passen- 
gers to stop in Nevada if they have to 
pay local fare whea they resume their 
journey to California or the East. 

The danger of ‘‘scalping’’ could be 
avoided, perhaps, by having the pas- } 
senger deposit his ticket with: the cum- 
pany’s agent, to call for it when he 
takes the trainagain. His description 
might also be taken for identification. 
It strikes us that the result wou d not 
be very serious if a man, who con- 
cluded to make his home in Nevada, 
should dispose of the unused part of a 
twket toa resident of the State, who 
would have to pay full fare in return- 
ing. However, if this concession is 
made, the Board of Trade will join 
with the company’s employes and aid 
in every way in their power to prevent 
imposition. Ove thing is certain: If 
any good comes from a movement for 
the advancement of the interests of 
Nevada, it will benefit the company 
far more than any other interest, and 
concessions, therefore, must be made 
in matters where the advantages are 
large and the objections mainly tech- 
nical. 

The company could use its agencies 
in the Eastern States and Eurupe to 
spread information of Nevada’s re- 
sources and advantages. Persons who 
visit California and fail to find what 
they want would appreciate the atten- 
tion of ove who could give informa- 
tion of other districts, and the agent 
who kept himself advised as to the 
country tributary to all parts of the 
company’s system would be valuable 
in wore ways than oue. When home- 
seekers begin to come the agents and 
uther employes on the ground can do 
much to aid the Board of Trade in giv- 
ing them a good idea of Nevada. If 
the company would organize a bureau 
of their own devoted to Nevada, we 
believe it would pay them well. They 
could certainly affurd to devote some 
of their advertising to our State and 
give their immigration agents orders 
uot to ignore Nevada altogether. 

There is another matter cearer home 
to which we venture to draw attention. 
That is the absence in this State of any 
representative of a general nature to 
speak for the company, or who can 
be approached by the public on busi- 
ness outside of the r-gular routine of 
the several departments here. It 
seems that such an officer as « general 
agent, or, perhaps, a Vice-President, 
who commanded the confidence of the 
cou: pany, with an office somewhere in 
Lhe State, would be of great advantage 
in the adwinistration of the large 
affairs of the ccrporation, and we know 
that the State would be benefited in 
having a@ ready means in onge the 
many sides of important cases belore a 
personal representative, when, a8 at 
present, it would be difficult to secure 
an interview with a distant official, 
and imposeible to do the matter jus- 
tice by ce. The several 
departments of the company are we!l 
represented by geutlemen of undoubted 
ability, who spare no pains in the ad- 
ministration of the affairs under their 
charge, but there are many instances 
where an experienced person having 
no connection with any one depart- 
ment, and yet being in harmony with 
them all, could bring in business or 
prevent unfavorable complications, and 
thus be most useful to his employers. 
If this suggestion could be carried out 
it would be very ifying to our peo- 
ple, and, we believe, result in sub- 


stantial benefits. 

Railroad companies generally, and 
the Southern Pacific Company 4 par- 
ticular, have the reputation of being 
well able to ee their business 
with efficiency, it may be that 
this communication may seem to be 
an unwarranted interference. If it 
should impress any one in that way,

"Through all the years of their mutual 
existence the company has met with 
very little hostility from the State of 
Nevada, und we can safely say that 
there never was & time when the spirit 
of reciprocity could be appealed to 
more safely than at present. 

We epitomize the foregoing in the 
fol'owing request. 

First—That the Southern Pacific 
Company organize a_ colonization 
agency for Nevada similar to the one 
now organized in California, and that 
the company take measures to market 
its own lands, to encourage to applica- 
tion of water to land, and to make use 
of the agencies which it now employs 
in California for building up the pop- 
ulation of Nevada. 

Second—That it allow the second- 
ciass immigrants, hundreds of whom 
pass through Nevada every day, to 
stop over at one or two specified places 
in order to determine whether or not 
they would like to settle in this 
State. 

Third—That the Southern Pacific 
Company appoint some General Man- 
ager, Vice- ident or resident Di- 
rector, who will have in special charge 
the local affairs of the company in 
Nevada, and who will be in touch with 
the community which the railroad 
serves. 

The Nevada State Board of Trade 
authorizes this communication to be 
sent to the Southern Pacific Company 
in the hope that its suggestions may 
receive the careful consideration of its 
officers and a favorable response, 
which it requests should be directed 
to the State Board of Trade, Reno, 
Nev.

AN OBJECTIONABLE RESOLUTION. 


Mr. Bragg offered a reolutivn re- 
questing the Seeretary to invite our 
Senators and Cungressman to name a

Mr. Foley said that this seemed to be 
an indictment of our representatives, 
who were doing all that they could to 
benetit the State, and suggested that 
the resolution should be more mildly 
worded. Mr. Powning endorsed Mr. 
Foley’s views. He said that Senatr 
Stewart was working in season 
and out of season for the 
monetization of silver, for Govern- 
ment aid in the _ irrigation of 
our desert wastes, and for numerous 
other things to enhance the growth 
and prospesity of the State. Senator 
Jones, he said, is doing the same, 
and Mr. Bartine the best he can. He 
claimed that if the Board would assist 
in securing the passage of Senator 
Stewart’s bill granting the public lands 
in Nevada to the State to aid in its ir- 
rigation, it would be doing the State 
more good than it coul@ in any othe: 
way. The preamble to the resolution 
was amended by Mr. Bragg to meet 
these objections, and the resolution, as 
adopted, is as follows:

ing while out of employment. It has 
been suggested that a people’s mercan- 
tilecompany might be formed among 
themselves which would undertake to 
provide board and lodging with land- 
. lords at the rate of $4, $5 or $6a week, 
on such terms that, after one month of 
regular payments, one week's boArd at 
half pay might be placed tothe credit 
of the interested party, so that if he 
were out of work or sick, or otherwise 
disabled, he might not be brought to 
discomfort because he could not pay his 
board. At this rate in six months a 
man would be entitled to one and a half 
months’ credit for board, and in one year 
to three months’ credit for board, which, 
at half rates, would only cost him the 
price of one anda half months’ board 
anywhere. 

This plan, if it could be carried out, 
would be a great rclief to hundreds of 
working people who are suddenly disa- 
bled orcompcllied to beidle It would 
bé impossible for anybody to fall rapidly 
in debt to such a company, and only 
in cases of extreme misfortune 
would persons be willing to sur- 
renier their certain insurance of 
food and lodging, which would grow 
larger as the years rolled by. A com- 
pany of this kind would need to 
have a responsible backing in order to 
secure public confidence, but though it 
has never been attempted, it could 
easily be conducted on the basis which 
is common to similar undertakings. 
Payments would be made to landlords 
the "same as now, and the company, 
after collecting a twenty per cent. dis- 
count every week for a month, could af- 
ford to give one week's credit and do 
business on that basis. The credits 
would not be transferable except by 
consent of the company of directors, 
and would be dealt with by them in the 
same manner as if they were a life in- 
surance policy. When such a company 
was established its range of restaurants 
or lodging and boarding-houscs would 
be such as to meet the wants of all 
classes of people. Thisis a system of 
co-operative effort, but it would be a 
company that could accumulate capital 
and increase its resources in proper- 
tion toitsmombership.

A PREVAILING VICE, 


Epidem cs. 


Self-doctoring is always dangerous, | 


except for the simplest ailments. Iew 
persons understand the significance of 
their symptoms; the difficulty of doing 


so is greatly increased by the complex | 
nature of most diseases, and the modifi- | 
| cation of treatment demanded by in- | 
dividual temperament and hereditary | 
tendencies. Evenif the patient knows | 


what ails him, he is not likely to know 


the remedy, the size and frequency. of. | 
the dose, andthe’ proper regulation of |: 


the diet in connection with it. 


How profound is the gencral ignor- | 


ance upon this subject is shown by the 
enormous consumption of quack medi- 
cines. Multitudes of people try one 
nostrum after another in utter blind- 
ness. If all such compounds were thrown 
into the sea, it would save every year 
millions of dollars and thousands. of 
lives. ; 
During the prevalence of a widespread 
epidemic, self-<ductoring becomes pccul- 
| larly perilous. 
more contagious than small-pox itself. 
Under its influence men fly to drugs, 


cither to ward off the dreaded attack, or | 
to cure a disease which very likcly ex- 
ists only in the patient’s excited imag- | 


ination. The impaired condition of the 
system undcr this ill-advised dosing in- 
vites the very attack which the dosing 
was intended to avert. 

The newspapers anuounce that a par- 
ticular drug is being employed by dis- 
tinguished physicians; it is extensively 
advertised, and a credulous public 
makes haste to procure it. In many 
such cases the drug in question is 
merely being experimented with 
cautiously by the physicians, and likely 
enough, when they come to compare 
notes with each other afterward. it is 
discarded altogether. It may mevt one 
symptom of the diseasé, but on the 
whole prove to be attended with great 
danger. 

Again, in most epidemics, there are 
various types of the prevailing disease. 
This was eminently true of tie late in- 
fluenza. In many cases the special seat 
ee it was the lungs and air passarc: in 
| others, the brain; in a third class. the 
| digestive tract. Of course the remedy 
, needed to be adapted to the particular 

type. Further, it needed to be adapted 

to the stage of the disease. A prescrip- 
| tion appropriate to the fever stage 
might be very harmful in the later stage 
of marked depression. 

But the people took no cognizance of 
(these fundamental facts. -One of the 
‘drugs most in use was quinine—an 
effective remedy in its place, but a peril]- 
jou one out of its place. Though its 
‘first effect is to stimulate, its later effect 
\s greatly to depress. Nothing could 
be more hazardous shan tO administer 
it in the later stage of 80,depressing a 
disease as influenza. A writer in the 
Medical Advance believes that nearly 
all the more dangerous S¥Mptoms in this
